She had wedded against her people’s wish, and 
they would have nothing to do with her, and, after 
vainly trying for work, she had tramped to 
London with the child, resting at night by the 
roadside. She hadentered the metropolis on the 
same day as I saw her, and though she had tried 
ber ut most to get work and food and lodgings, had 
been unsuccessful, like so many more refusing the 
roof of the workhouse or of the casual wards. The 
child wasina weakly state and wanted careful 
attention, but she had nowhere to nurse it but 
the dark dreary etreets, wita the wind cutting 
into it at every turn.

Could any reader oblige me with information 
about the “ monocycle,” which burst forth on an 
astonished world some years ago, and vanished 
with equal celerity? So far as my recollection 
goes, the oddity was a gigantic wheel with the 
rider in the centre, looking like a spider in ite 
web, and I think the début was made at Brighton. 
But my memory may be somewhat astray.

It is very noticeable what a large proportion of 
the few machines yet on the road are good old 
ordinaries. Why this should be the case passes 
my comprehension, unlees it be that the safety 
man fears he would be smothered with mud. From 
that point of view tbe ordinary undoubtedly has 
an immense advantage, and were I a winter rider 
I should be inolined to keep one in my stable for 
use between October and April, 


The Inte exceedingly damp weather renders it 
incumbent on cyclists to overhaul their machines 
to see whether any rust is forming. If taken in 
time, no harm occurs; but once let the surface be 
eaten into, and no amount of rubbing or polishing 
will restore its integrity. Even in the house, rust 
will sometimes set up, especially in rooms on the 

ment. The cyclist has so much time on his 
hands during winter that he is inexcusable if he 
neglects those kindly attentions to his steed which 
are necessary to keep it in good health. 


The powers that be would do well to consider 
whether the time has not arrived to make an end 
of the “ safety-bar” boycott. If for no other 
reason, its conspicuous failure to secure a monopoly 
of cups for the ordinary champions disentitles 
it toa place in the “practical politics ” of cycling, 
As for the alleged danger of“ mixes,” it existe 
nly in the imagination of the would-be monopo- 
lists. a 
„That wonderful invention which was to have 
given a hind seat to every machine on the road 
still remains to be disclosed. When last heard 
from, the inventor aunounced that it would ba 
made public iu two or three weeks. That day of 
grace expired iong ago, and as the Nonpariel 
makes no sign of existence, I am disposed to 
regard it as a sort of Mra. Harris. Improvements 
of existing models are much more likely than 
startling novelties. None of the more recent “now 
things” have caught on with the public.

How the meeting between the two was effected 
STANLEY does not say, but we are fully 
justified in assuming that they are moving 
down to the coast together.

It is, moreover, impossible to say 
at present what effect this event may have 
on the country generally, and how far it will 
imperil the safety of British and other 
European trading stations. Serious as the 
disaster is in itself, it may be much more 
serious still if the tribes take it as a signal for 
a general raid upon Europeans. As to Dr. 
Perers himself, and the objects of his ill - 
starred expedition, it would be ungenerous 
at the present time to remember anye 
thing save the fact that another Euro- 
pean has been offered up on the 
altar of African exploration. Tne expedition 
and its leader have perished, and that being 
so, Englishmen need not remember that the

Who he Was. 

Dr. Peters was the son of a clergyman in Neni 
haus, on the Elbe, and was born in 1856. He was 
educated at a convent school and studied history, 
22 economy, and jurisprudence at Berlin, 

n 1878 a gi medal for a histor work was 
awarded him by the Berlin Philosophical Faculty, 
and then he graduated. After living some time 
in London Peters returned to Berlin to complete 
his philological studies, and then with 
an agitation in favour 
of a more energetic colonial policy. It is well 
known that in the year 1834 he concluded the 
first treaties with the East African chiefs, which 
were recognised by the Government, and led to 
the protectorate. But Dr. Peters, who later om 
was active in East Africa, had greatly undere 
rated the difficulties of colonisation. He found 
himself frustrated, although he succeeded 
in concluding the well-known contract with 
the Sultan of Zanzibar. Educated as a philoe 
logist, Dr. Peters had a boldness of character 
little suited for academic activity, but just 
adapted for undertskings like those with which 
his name is associated. This trait in his character 
him to commit many blunders, especially 
during the first part of his colonial career. He 
was a very energetic man; but even his friends 
admit that he did not understand how to treat the 
natives. He regarded severity as the best 
method, and by the severe punishments he ime 
flicted he always made himself unpopular.

CAN ANY ONE STEAL NOTHING? 

The Court for the Consideration of Crown Cases 
Reserved, presided over by the Lord Chief Justice 
and six other judges, gave an important decision 
ona point of law on Saturday. A youth named 
Brown had been convicted of an attempt to com- 
mit an offence, and sentenced to imprisonment 
with hard labour, but a case was stated which 
raised the point whether the conviction ought 
not to be quashed on the ground that it was im- 
possible to commit the offence. It appeared that 
in the case of the Queen v. Collins, the Court of 
Criminal Appeal decided that a man could not 
be convicted of an attempt to steal when his hand 
was found in an empty pocket from which it was 
Impossible to steal. —Their lordsaips now unani- 
mously decided that the decision in the Queen v. 
Callins was a mistaken view of the law, and 
afirmed the conviction of Brown.

Captain Zalinski, 
although the inventor of projecti reputed to 
have the most killing effects of a others in 
existence, is opposed to the use o explosive 
bullets, on the ground that it is better to woun 
than to blow our enemies bodies into fragments. 
Well, this is one way of looking at the question. 


By the way, we must hurry upin the matter of 
emall arm manufacture, or else we shall get 
hind even little Belgium,which has just given an 
extensive order for the new German rifle. At 
present we are doing very little in the way of 
manufacturing magazine rifles, but as they are 
very costly and improvements in design are still 
deing sent in almost dai x, maybe ve shall be 
all the better for waiting until our weapon becomes 
really the best among nations.

Only a few faint rifle shots have been heard in 
tho immediate vicinity of London during the past 
week.

In these circumstances 
the directors of the society again came to his 
assistance, advanced the £49,000 for the balance 
of the purchase money, and about £20,000 to get 
rid of dead rents and other claims against the 
mines. Joseph’s bankruptcy, however, could not 
be staved off. He filed his position some months 
afterwards, and in the hope of saving the money 
they had already advanced, the sonety entered 
into possession of the coiliery and worked it ata 
continuous loss until 1886, when the drain upon 
its resources, caused by this colliery speculation, 
dragged the society itself into liquidation. On in- 
vestigation it was found that the advances to Joseph 
and the other losses sustained by the society 
through the collieries amounted to about £150,000 ; 
and the liquidator’s ground of action against the 
directors was that the loans were ultra vires, and 
that they did not exercise sufficient care in ascer- 
taining the real value of their security. For the 


the action occupied ten days.—His lordship, in 
giving judgment, said that the Building Societies’ 
Act detined the object of such societies to be to 
form by the subscription of members a fund for 
making advances to members on freehold, copy- 
hold, und leasehold estates by way of mortgag». 
The collieries were leasehoid properties, and, 
therefore, he held that it was within the power 
of the society and of the directors to make 
advances on it, and that having regard to the 
reports of the experts on which they acted, 
the directors were justifled in making the first 
advance of £25,000. He held, in accordance 
with a judgment of the House ot Lorda, that 
the paying off, by the advance of £40,000, of the 
first mortgagee was justified as a proper con- 
sequence of the relations between them and the 
mortgagor; and that by implication the general 
powers of management empowered them to enter 
into possession and expend money on the working 
of the property. The chairman of the company, 
Mr. Allatt, and Mr. Locksler, neither of whom 
had put in a defence, and who had themselves 
investigated the securities, which ought never to 
have been taken, while the other directors had 
exercised their judgment trusting to their reports, 
were in his opinion liable; and, therefore, the 
action would dismissed, with costs, against al!
